A grocer just for the sake of cur- 
osity, quictly kept a memorandum 
of the articles bought at his store 
by a customer for his household dur- 
ing a period of ten weeks. The total 
was °74 separate items, which in- 
cluded ten purchases of sugar cost- 
ing in all $6.75. If this customer had 
bought a hundred pound sack at 
$6.40, he would shave’ saved illic 
per pound. 

During the ten weeks, thirty cans 
of fish and meat were bought. Half 
these were cans of salmon. at 
eighteen cents per can. By buying 
in box or case lots, three cents a 
|}can would have been saved. Crack- 
ers were bought thirteen times in 
amounts of eight to twenty-five 
cents. By the box, 2% cents per

Buying Army Commissions 

Four-and-forty years ago the old- 
established custom of army purchase 
Was abolished in the British army. 

It had been instituted by ‘James 
Il.; his successor tried to stop the 
traffic, but the law courts declared 
it to be legal, and enforced the pay- 
ment of £600 by a lieutenant te his 
predecessor. Later on a fixed sum 
of £400 for an ensigncy and £ 
for a colonelcy was demanded. 

But in 1871 the system fell with 
a crash, a royal warrant declaring 
—"“On and after the Ist day of No- 
vember in this present year all regu-

lations made by us or any of our 
royal predecessors, or any officerg 
acting under our authority, regulat- 


ing or fixing the prices at which any 
commissions in our forces may be 
purchased, sold, or exchanged, or in 


any way authorizing the purchase 
or sale or exchange for money of 
any such conimissions, shall be-can- 


celled or determined.”
